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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The inventive entity persuasively argued (applicants remark on page 6, 
lines 8-14 and page 7, lines 3-8) that none of the prior art of record taken 
singularly or in combination taught or suggested a method of maintaining 
performance of at least one network node in a communication network by 
periodically monitoring the communication device(s) in accordance with three 
different monitoring stages of periodic intervals of time (1 st interval of time been 
greater than the 2 nd interval of time; and further the 2 nd interval of time been 
greater than the 3 rd interval of time). The invention features a 1 st interval 
monitoring step which is initially performed to monitor attribute(s) of a 
communication node(s); and evaluating the result of the monitored attribute(s) 
of the communication node(s) to a corresponding threshold of the attribute(s) to 
establish a historical trend of each communication node; and based on the 
historical trend determining if there exist a communication node(s) that require 
a closer attention and if there exist such a communication node, periodically 
monitoring at least one critical attribute of the communication node every/ at 
2 nd interval of time; and further in combination with the functional step of 
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determining if there exist a continual performance scarcity; and if so, 
narrowly monitoring the attribute(s) of the communication node(s) that show 
indication of continual performance scarcity at a 3 rd interval of time. These 
features are fully supported by the specification on page 2, ^[0005, page 4, 
TJ001 1 through page 5, 1J0014 and Fig. 2.
